Cumberland Presbyterians Lose 
Before Supreme Court. 
Austin, March 
3.— Unionists 
won 
out in the suprem e court in the church 
controversy betw een the Cum berland 
Presbyterian church and the P resby­ 
terian Church of the United States. 
The suprem e court has reversed the 
judgm ent of the court of civil appeals, 
and the judgment of the district court 
of Marion county wa-? affirmed.

Instituted by the church session of 
the Cum berland Presbyterian church 
against Cr, W. Brown et ai., claiming 
to be the church session of the P re s­ 
byterian Church of the United States 
at Jefferson, 
The object of the suit 
w as to recover from defendants cer­ 
tain lots which were deeded by dif­ 
ferent 
persons to tru stees 
for the 
Cumberland P resbyterian church. 
Iii 19o6 the two churches were unit­ 
ed at a meeting of a joint com m ittee 
from both churches. 
T here was at all 
times a strong minority which oppoa- 
cd union, and which caused dissatis­ 
faction. resulting iii the?,?- who oppos­ 
ed reunion claiming they* constituted 
the session of the Cum berland Pro? 
byterian church at Je ff-r on. 
Defend­ 
an ts in the action were in posse?-ion 
of tho property, and claimed that by 
the union the property had been tra n s­ 
ferred 
to 
the Presbyterian Church 
of the United States. 
The case was 
tried before a judge without a jury, 
and judgment rendered in favor of 
the Presbyterian Church of the United 
S t a t e s , b u t the court of civil appeals 
revpised this judgm ent 
Th*- suprem e court held that the 
general a--em b ly of the Cum berland 
Presbyterian church had authority to 
determine, from the provisions of its 
constitution, w ether it had the power 
to e s te r a union with the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States, and hav­ 
ing decided that it had such authority, 
and having acted upon th at decision, 
civil courts had no power to reverse 
th at action.
